As a result of our Inspection we have satisfied ourselves that all 
he Hospitals mentioned are conducted in an economical and 
thoroughly efficient manner, but it is greatly to be regretted that 
they are all in a more or less critical position financially. Another 
specially unsatisfactory feature, over which the Hospitals had no 
control, was the shortage of Coal, which was acutely felt during the 
harsh early Spring weather. s 


THE WESTMORELAND LOCK HOSPITAL. 

This is a very old building and therefore labours under many 
disadvantages notwithstanding which every part of it is thoroughly 
clean and we had ample evidence that the patients are well fed^he 
food good and the cooking excellent— in short, the Institution is 
admirably managed. 

We have been in correspondence with the Board of this Hospital 
for some time with a view to their extending its usefulness We 
were facilitated in every way by the Governors who, we should 
mention, initiated an Extern Department in April, 1919 which we 
were very pleased to observe has already attained quite respectable 
proportions, as it shows an attendance of 264 patients during the 
year and will no doubt develop still further according as it becomes 
better known. 

We are convinced that this Hospital is a necessity in our City and 
does excellent work not only from a remedial point of view, but also 
inasmuch as it reduces very considerably the sources of infection from 
\ enereal diseases. We wish, however, some means could be sug- 
gested by which its usefulness could be further extended.

The Institution is unique, in being able to confine its expenditure 
to the amount of the Government Grant, which is its sole income.

DR. STEEVENS’ HOSPITAL. 

This excellent Institution though very ancient — being in fact just 
about to celebrate its Bi-Centenary, continues its admirable work. 
We found the Hospital most satisfactory in all respects, being 
greatly impressed with the open-air treatment of the Phthisical 
patients. All such beds were occupied at the time 01 our visit. We 
also carefully inspected the Department for the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of Venereal diseases which, besides being an urgent necessity 
so far as the public are concerned, affords excellent training for 
students. This Hospital is also largely in debt, the overdraft being 
£7,946 Os. Od. 


THE MEATH HOSPITAL AND COUNTY DUBLIN 
INFIRMARY. 

This Hospital founded in 1763, continues its praiseworthy work 
though greatly handicapped financially, and in our opinion it could 
not be kept in better order nor more economically managed. Upon 
entering the Hospital one is at once struck by the large, well- 
lighted and ventilated tesselated entrance hall with corridors and 
wards leading out of same ; a particularly pleasing feature being the 
splendid accommodation for the Nursing staff. A spacious Dining 
Hall and up to date Store Room and Larder have been added since 
our last visit and were greatly needed. The overdraft in this case 
is £6,688 16s. lid. 


CORK. STREET FEVER HOSPITAL. 

Such an Institution as this is absolutely essential in every city, 
as it removes all infectious diseases from the homes of the poor, and 
the amount of good it does cannot be over-estimated. One pleasing 
feature about it is the very low Expense Ratio, in which respect it 
compares most favourably with similar Institutions across the water. 
The Hospital appears to have been exceptionally full during the 
past year owing to an outbreak of Measles and Influenza, when the 
Governors admitted, in addition to Policemen, a large number 
of soldiers as well as their wives and children. 

The Institution is burdened with a debt of £6,88? 6s. 5d.

We regret that the Hospital is in debt to the amount of £5,014 4s. 6d.

The fact of its been so hidden away may have something 
to say to its not receiving the financial support from the general 
public which it certainly deserves. The Coombe, like the Rotunda

We were perfectly well satisfied with the result of our inspection 
of this Institution. One is especially struck by the absolute cleanli- 
ness and brightness evident in every part of the Buildings and the 
apparent comfort and contentment of the inmates under, in many 
cases the most trying circumstances. Everything possible is 
done’by the Governors and staff to make the lot of the patients as 
happy as possible and if many more of the chaiitable public were 
to visit this Hospital we feel certain it would not be in its present 
unfortunate position of having to turn away from its doors at each 
election very many distressing cases. The supporters of this Insti- 
tution may rest assured that their money is expended to the very 
best possible advantage as every economy is exercised. 

The Debt amounts to £7 , 279 Os. 4d. 


As we have gone somewhat minutely into the condition of each 
Hospital we have nothing to add except that we are fully satisfied that 
the Government Grant in each case is thoroughly justified. Some 
of the Hospitals are badly in need of repair and painting, the expense 
of which the Governors are loth to incur in view of the heavy Bank

It is only just to mention that we were afforded every facility by 
the Lay and Medical Staff of each Hospital during our Inspection 
The issue of this Report has been delayed owing to the destruc- 
tion of the printer’s premises by fire.
